To the house of representatives: Having 


considered Ibe bill entitkd an act to facilita'e 
Ihe refunding of the national debt, I-iun con- 
strained to «Wtn it to tht house of repiesenta 


v-tires in wnich U enginited, with the following 


statement of my objections to its passage. Ira 
perattve necessity for prompt action aBd pres 
sure of public duties in this closing week ol 
my teu£ of o'*>ce compels me to refrain 
from 


- -toy attculpt to make a full and la'isfactury 


presentation of my objections to the bill. Tbt 
importance of the passage tit the present session 
of congress ol a suitable measure for the rt 
funding of the national debt which Is about to 
mature, Is genemlly recognized. H hat been 
urged upon the atlentibo of con£r«» by the 
secretary of tbe treasury »nd in my list annual 
me"age. If such u fully accomplished, it will 
secure a-large-decrease- in the aunuarl interest 
paymentof the nation, and 1 earnestly recom- 
mend if tbe bill before you shall fail, that an- 
other measure for >his purpose be adopted be- 
foie the present congress adjourns. 


WhileVn-my opinion it would be wise to 


outhurtie the secretary of the lrir««ury in hi< 
discretion lo offer to the public 1»nd» bearing 
3# P«r cent, interest in aid of refunding, I 
should not deem it roy duly to intcipose my 
constitutional objection to the passage of the 
present, bill if it did not contain in its filth sec- 
tion provisions which in my judgment seriously 
impair its value and tend lo the destruction of 
the present national -banking system nf tht 
country. JThis system b" now been inapera" 
tion almost twenty yearsi No "fct nor more 
beneficial banking system was ever established. 
Its advantages as a business are free to all who 
hare tbe nec'«ary capital. 
It has furnished a 


currency to the public which for tbe coriTeni- 
ence and security of the bill holder has proba- 
bly never bees equalled by that of any other 
banking system. Its notes are secured by de- 
pitits with the government of interest bearing 
bjnds of the United Stales. The section of tbe 
bill before me which relates to tbe national bank- 
ing lystem and to which objection is made u 
not an essential paitof a refunding measure. 


Under this it is obvious no additional banks 


will hereafter be organized, cictpt possibly m 
a few cities or localities wbcre the prevailing 
rates of interest in ordinary business are ex- 
tremely low.

There was 
then no help for it but to make for the 
highest point, and they arrived upon it, 
standing up like men, instead of grovel- 
ing, us they had been doing for five hours 
befoie, like bcibis. The wind, was blow- 
ing at the rate of fifty miles an hour from 
the northeast-and driving the snow before 
it, and they were all cold, wet and hungry. 
The temperature was there 21 degrees 
Fahrenheit, which, on being worked out, 
gave, a height at the summit of Criimbora- 
ta-ot 20.545 far. fKey" descended as 
hastily as they could to the camp before 
darkness made descent impossible, and 
they got back at 9 p. m , having been out 
sixteen hours, and on foot the whole time. 
Altogether he spent seventeen days on 
Chimbonuo at 15.000 feet of altitude, 16,- 
500 feet and 17,300 feet, and went uplhree 
times as high us 18,500, and when he quit- 
ted the mountain all trace of mountain 
sickness had disappeared.

St. foieph News. 


In 1859 St, Joseph was the western ter- 


minus of railroad communication. Beyond 
the stage coach the saddle horse and tbe 
ox trains were the only means of com- 
merce and communication with tbe Rocky 
Mountains and the Pacific Slope. In tbe 
winter of 1860 there was a Wall street lob- 
by at Washington Uyiog to get {5.000,000 
for <-a,, ping tbe mails overland one year 
between New York and San Francisco. 
The proposition was extremely "cheeky," 
and William H. Russell, backed bjSecre- 
retary of War Floyd, resolved to give the 
lobby a cold_shower-bath. He therefore 
ottered to bet $200,0x1 that he could put 
on a mail line from Sacramento to St, 
Joseph that should make the distance 
1,050 miles in tea days. The bet was 
taken and the 8th of April fixed upon as 
the dav for starting. Mr, Russell told 
his partner and general manager of 
business upon the plains, Mr. A. B, Miller, 
what he had done, and asked if he could 
perform the feat. 
Mr. Miller replied: 


"Yes, sir; I will do it, and do it by a pony 
express." To accomplish this Mr. Miller 
purchased 300 of the fleetest horses he 
could find m the West and employed 135 
men. 
tighty ol ihese men were to be 


post riders. These he selected with refer- 
ence to their light weight and their known 
daring and courage. It was very essen- 
tial (hat tbe horses should be loaded as 
lightly as possible. It was necessary that 
some parts of the route should be run at 
the rate of twenty miles an hour. The 
horses were stationed from ten to twenty 
milei apart, and each rider would be re- 
quired to-ride sixty miles. For the change 
of animals and the shifting of the mails 
two minutes were allowed. Where there 


no siage stations ;U proper distances 


lents sufficient to hold one man and two 
horses were provided. 
Indians would
